The secretary, when asked what the 


department's estimate of the conduct 
of Captain Sigabee in the terrible sit- 
uation in which he had been placed, re- 
plied:

Washington. Feb. I'J.—A debate, de- 


cided in Its sensations, wan unexpect- 
edly precipitated In the Benate yester- 
day over the consideration of the reso- 
lutlon of Mr. Allen, directing the com- 
mittee on naval affairs to Invent I pate tha 
disaster to the Maine. An arrangement 
had been made for the adoption of the 
resolution with a minor amendment 
without debate. Mr. Mason, however. 
proponed a nubstltute. and the discussion 
that ensued surpassed any heard during 
senatorial deliberation* In many a day. 


An appropriation of 1200,000 wart made 


for th« purpose of recovering, transport 
Ing and burying the remain* of officers 
and men lost on the Maine, and of snv 
Ing the veisel. or luch part thereof, a« 
might be practicable. 


The resolution offered by Mr. Allen, 


directing the committee on naval af- 
fair* to make an Immediate Investiga- 
tion of the disaster to the Maine, was 
then laid before the *enat«. It preclpl 
tated a most spirited debate on the Cu 
ban question.

Hawthorne read to show, as he claimed, 
that murder was the policy of the Span- 
ish government in Cuba. Autonomy he 
denounced as a sharn, a fraud and a de- 
lusion, and the De Lome letter only 
served to emphasize the 
treacherous 


character of the Spaniard. 
He declared 


that he would not be willing- to serve on 
the proposed committee, as he would 
not want to sit at the table with a Span- 
iard who might have a stiletto under his 
clothes unless he himself was ironcbid. 
The record of Ihe Spanish nation, con- 
tinued Mr. Mason, who appeared to be 
laboring under considerable excite- 
ment, was one of continuous treachery, 
and we had experienced thai treachery 
In our history for the past 100 years.

might be able to reach Havana by next 
Monday—tomorrow, always tomorrow. 
In thf meamime who knew but that 
more dynamite would be put in and the 
evidences of the catastrophe averted. 
In conclusion he appealed for a prompt 
Inquiry, and said he t.hought the senate 
should vote J200.000.000 is necessary to 
save its honor and dignity. 


Mp. Wolcott spoke next. It was evi- 


dent that he was laboring under con- 
Biderable feeling. He had listened to 
Mr. Mason w th Ill-concealed feelings of 
emotion. Mr. VVolcott spoke with great 
rapidity and occupied only a few min- 
utes of the senate's time, refusing lobe 
interrupted and speaking very sharply 
when Mr. Mason sought to divert him. 
He said that Mr. Mason's resolution, 
however inopportune, might well have. 
been permitted to pas* without comment 
had it not been for the r — larkable ut- 
terance which Mr. Muson had given to 
the effect that the people of these United 
Blalea had losi confidence in one of Ihe 
greal departments of the government. 


Mr. Mason Interrupted lo say lhal he 


made no such statement. 


Mr. Wolcott had Mr. Mason's.remark 


read from the reporter's notes, and then 
eaid that the senate would bear him out 
that he did not misquote Ahe senator 
from Illinois. Resuming. h« said: "I 
desire to resent as utterly unfounded 
the suggestion lhat there is a patriotic 
citizen in ihis land who hits not Ihe full- 
est and most glorious confidence in every 
department of thin government, and In 
the department of ihe navy particularly.
